THIS little book is designed to furnish children with 
reading matter, supplementary to the work outlined 
in the manual entitled " Suggestive Lessons." 

The reading matter has been carefully prepared and 
graded to meet the wants of the child of average abil- 
ity, while it aims at the same time to furnish a pleasing 
variety of short stories that cannot fail to interest those 
of more active intelligence. 

Whatever material we may use as "stepping-stones" 
to reading, the aim should be to lead the child into sunny 
paths, in order that his interest and pleasure once awak- 
ened may not flag. 

The "Introductory Lessons" are planned to interest 
him while he makes the transition from the blackboard 
to the book. 

Few people, outside of the schoolroom, realize the diffi- 
culties a little child has to overcome before he can handle 
a book easily and naturally.

Hence, all early lessons should be very simple, and 
should serve more as the means of holding the child's 
attention, while he learns to follow directions as to keep- 
ing his place, turning the leaves, and performing the 
various conscious acts which will gradually become me- 
chanical ones, as he becomes more and more familiar 
with the printed page. 

Many of the " Introductory Lessons " are given for this 
purpose, while the "Phonic Exercises" and "Echo Plays" 
serve the added use of training the ear and the voice, as 
well as the eye. 

In response to the earnest wish of many teachers, the 
"Reading Lessons" have been formed from short, easy 
sentences, such as a child would be likely to use and to 
read with intelligence. 

In order to simplify for the child the process of look- 
ing through each sentence before he attempts to read it 
aloud, care has been taken to limit the length of the sen- 
tences in the early lessons. 

I have found it a great help with my classes to furnish 
each child with a card or a slip of paper the width of the 
page. 

A child trained to hold a card under the sentence 
to which we wish . to confine his attention, and to slip it 
under each successive sentence during the progress of the 
lesson, gains a power to grasp the sentence as a whole 
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which he can never hope to get from the habit of pointing 
at each successive word in the sentence. 

It has been my earnest wish to simplify the work of 
teaching young children to read. 

From year to year I have noted the chief difficulties 
that have served as stumbling-blocks in the child's path- 
way, and by the advice of many earnest, faithful teachers, 
whom from time to time I meet, I have been led to add 
to this little book several features that I have found 
helpful in my own work. 

Instinctively, the child feels the need of some guide, 
and since this need must be met, let us give him a guide 
that will lead him quickly and easily to the desired goal. 

The plan of noting the silent letters was first adopted 
by Dr. Leigh, who employed hair-line letters for the pur- 
pose. Through his kind permission, I have been able to 
follow this plan, and throughout the text the child is 
thus aided in his efforts to help himself. 

The same plan that was pursued in the manual, of join- 
ing any two letters that should be sounded as one, and of 
marking the vowels when there was nothing to aid the 
child, has been strictly followed throughout the text. 

Naturally, the child becomes less and less dependent 
upon the teacher, as he gains confidence in his ability to 
pronounce new or difficult words by means of his knowl- 
edge of the powers of the letters. 
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This independence of the child becomes, before the 
close of the first year, a source of delight to himself and 
to his friends, as, with courage and skill, he takes up any 
fresh reading matter of a suitable grade that may be put 
into his hands. 

Judging from the experience I have had with my own 
classes, the material this little book furnishes will enable 
children not only to make rapid and satisfactory progress 
in the art of reading during the first year of school, but 
to derive from their reading lessons training of real value 
to them in other and no less important directions. 

To the many teachers who have so often encouraged 
me by their enthusiasm or kind words of interest and 
commendation, as I have worked before them with my 
classes, I offer this little book with the sincere wish that 
it may be helpful to them and to the children who may 
come under their care.

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A PRIMER AND FIRST READER. 

These two works are intended to supplement the " Board Beading 
Lessons " of the " Suggestive Lessons in Language and Reading." 
Their chief features are : — 

1. A series of Introductory Lessons, mainly objective, designed 
to be used as topics for simple conversation to accustom the child 
to express the thought suggested by the illustration and the text in 
an easy manner and a natural voice. Some of these lessons are 
duplicated in script, thus serving as copies for slate-work. 

2. Gradual progress in the length and difficulty of the Reading 
Lessons. 

3. The substitution of new and interesting stories for practice 
upon a vocabulary in place of the usual, so-called, " Review Lessons," 
that frequently consist merely of detached, disconnected sentences, 
which can have no special interest for the child. 

4. Variety in the style of expression, to accustom the child to 
read with equal ease description, narration, or conversation. 

5. Natural sentences. Particular care has been taken to avoid 
an unnatural brevity of expression, that can but result in a disagree- 
ably abrupt manner of reading. 

6. The development of new words and phrases as an introduction 
to each lesson or series of lessons. 

7. The frequent introduction of "Sound Lessons" for the pur- 
pose of vocal drill. 

8. Simple slate exercises as a supplement to each lesson. 
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9. Elementary writing lessons to develop the letters in the 
order of difficulty. 

10. Utilizing throughout the entire text the natural guides to 
pronunciation by (a) joining any two modifying consonants or 
vowels to indicate that they are to be sounded together, (b) aiding 
the child to recognize silent letters by means of the hair-line letters, 
first adopted by Dr. Edwin Leigh, and by whose permission they 
have been here used, (c) indicating, by a judicious use of diacritical 
marks, such intricacies of the language as would puzzle the child 
and retard his progress unless some aid were given him to take the 
place of the intuition and judgment that serve as aids to older 
minds. • 

11. The use of illustrations which have been designed to add to 
the interest of the stories, and yet are not so elaborate in detail as 
to divert the attention from the reading. Many of those in the 
" Introductory Lessons " are so simple in outline that the child will 
be encouraged to reproduce them. 

The work has been prepared after a careful and searching study 
of the subject of reading and the varied methods of teaching it, 
aided by a long experience in the schoolroom and an intimate 
knowledge of the tastes and needs of little children in learning to 
read the English language.

They are supposed to have learned 
to speak and to associate the words they utter with the objects 
represented in words. Here, in this volume, they find the printed 
forms of the words which they speak, and of the sentences which 
they have been taught gradually to construct. As they master the 

irds and sentences of the primer, they gain the power to learn 



other words containing similar vowel and consonant elements, so 
that their vocabulary may easily grow beyond the limits of this 
little volume. In the same way, these sentences lead to the con- 
struction of others, and prepare the child for more advanced 
lessons in language. 

The illustrations are simple but numerous, in order to facilitate 
the all-impo'tant association of words and phrases with the objects 
for which they stand. 

It need not be said that deaf children, especially the little ones, 
meet many difficulties unknown to those who hear. Because they 
do so, they need a different primer from any in use among the 
hearing, and it is out of the actual necessities encountered in 
teaching the deaf, and the actual means by which they have been 
met in the Horace Mann School, that this primer has grown. The 
hope is entertained that teachers of the deaf in other schools will 
find their labors assisted by the methods that have proved helpful 
in the school where they originated. 

Nor should our desire that this book may be serviceable confine 
itself to the teaching of the deaf. Hearing children, it is hoped, 
may be helped by it in their first lessons wherever the common 
primer may be found unsuited to them. Like all other text-books 
of any real value, its purpose is comprehensive.
